In a 70-kilometre circuit, 
they begin at the Pelham 
Arena, go to Lowbanks, stop 
for coffee in Port Colborne 
and make their way back to 

Since the bridge’s closure 
in January 2009, the crew has 
cycled an extra five kilometres 
each way to cross the Welland 
River at Regional Road 24 to 
go back to Pelham. 

“It’s really crucial. We are a 
regional club and this allows 
the Welland and Fonthill 
riders to stay out of urban 
areas,” Swart said of the 
bridge. "This is spectacular, 


we have paved shoulders.” 

Their riders range in age 
from 40 to 88 and the added 
safety of paved shoulders for 
cyclists and pedestrians gives 
the cyclists an extra safety 
buffer from cars. 

With the old one-lane 
O’Reilly's Bridge cyclists had 
to be more cautious because 
cars coming from the oppo¬ 
site side couldn’t see them 
coming. 

O’Reilly’s is the only cross¬ 
ing between Beckett’s Bridge 
on Regional Rd. 24 and the 
Webber Rd.-Lincoln St. cross¬ 
ing in Welland. 


O’Reilly’s Bridge reopens

PELHAM - A reconstructed 
O’Reilly’s Bridge re-opened 
Friday after an almost two- 
year closure. 

The former one lane 

ing Wainfleet and Pelham 
across the Welland River was 
replaced with an $2.8 million 
open two-lane bridge. 

Work will continue for a 
few more weeks, said Jason 
Marr, who is supervising the 
project for Niagara Region. 
The contractor will keep one 
lane open and direct traffic 

Marr said there was a bit of 
a delay in the completion of 
the bridge because of weather 
and unforeseen problems. 

"The contractor worked 
overtime the past few weeks 
to get it done,” Marr said. "It 

anticipated at the beginning 
of the contract." 

Touch up work and some 
landscaping will be done over 
the next few weeks with more 
completed in the spring. 


Reconstruction work will be 
done at the comer of River Rd. 
and Effingham St. to deal with 
erosion problems, he said. 

“I'm happy with it," Marr 
said. "The bridge really looks 

Along River Rd. on the west 
side of O’Reilly’s Bridge is 
monument made of parts of 
the old iron bridge. 

It will have plaques 
explaining the historic sig¬ 
nificance of the bridge and 
earlier ones that crossed the 
Welland River at that point. 

O’Reilly’s Bridge near the 
Niagara Central Airport is 
the only crossing between 
Beckett's Bridge on Regional 
Rd.

At the end of March, in a 
spectacular lift, a crane raised 
the 40-ton iron-framed struc¬ 
ture, off its moorings and 
moved it to the river bank.

There is some confusion when it comes to high blood pressure. Patients are 
unsure how high, is too high, and what medications they should be on to treat their 
high blood pressure. 


Your blood pressure consists of two readings. The first number is called 
the systolic blood pressure. This refers to the pressure in your blood vessels when 
your heart muscle contracts. The second number is called the diastolic number 
and refers to the pressure in your vessels when the heart muscle relaxes, if your 
blood pressure is too high the blood is putting too much force on your arteries 
as it travels through your body. This high pressure damages the vessels, and 
can actually cause them to burst leading to a heart attack or stroke. For normal 
patients with no underlying conditions it is recommended that the systolic number 
be less then 140, and the diastolic be less than 90. Patents with diabetes or 
chronic kidney disease should aim for a pressure of less than 130/80. 

Achieving optimal pressure can be a challenge for many people. Ideally 
weight loss and regular exercise are the best first steps to lowering your pressure. 
Avoiding alcohol caffeine and excessive salt intake can also help. Most of the time 
patients need to take medication to ensure optimal control. 

There are several commonly used medications to help control blood 
pressure. Many patients need to be on more than one to achieve their target 
pressure. It is safe and often necessary to be on two or three blood pressure 
medications. In general patients are on medications from different classes, 
they all work in different ways. The idea is to attack the problem from different 
angles to achieve the end result. Some medications work on the kidneys and 
help to remove excess fluid. Others, work on your heart to slow it down, and still 
others work on your blood vessels making them less rigid allowing blood to flow 
through them more easily. Your physician must decide which medication is best 
for you but in general there are guidelines they can follow in selecting appropriate 
agents. Patients with diabetes for example should be on a medication called 
an ace inhibitor, which helps lower blood pressure and is also beneficial for the 
kidneys. Patients who have had a heart attack are often on a beta blocker which 
is beneficial for the heart. 

Most blood pressure medications are well tolerated by patients with few 
side effects. However, if you are experiencing a problem with your medication it is 
worthwhile to talk to your physician as there are several options to choose from. 
Fifty percent of Canadians over 65 years old have high blood pressure. Untreated 
high blood pressure is a major risk factor for heart attack and stroke. It is important 
to have your blood pressure monitored. One of the best ways to do this is to have a 
home blood pressure monitor. Blood pressure readings from home improve blood 
pressure control. Often when patients visit their physician their pressure is falsely 
elevated due to nerves and emotions. Sometimes the opposite effect happens and 
their pressure is lower in the office. Patients who engage in taking their pressure 
at home are more involved in managing their own care and this leads to better 
outcomes for these patients. 

Home monitoring seems to be the best and easiest way to identify and control 
high blood pressure. Please come in and talk to one of our home health care team 
members about a home monitoring machine.

Put it in the form of a 
question.

New Niagara home will help drill Guatemalan wells

PELHAM — The sale of a 
new upscale Niagara house 
will help the poorest of the 
poor In Central America to 
drink clean water. 

At least, that’s the goal of 
Build for Hope. 

Wells of Hope, a Niagara- 


base service organization 
that drills wells in Guatemala, 
plans a dinner and dance gala 
for Friday, Nov. 26, at Club 
Roma in St. Catharines. 

The $75 dinner will intro¬ 
duce Build for Hope, a proj- 

Niagara. The sale of that 
house will help pay for a 
$1.3-million custom-made 


Canadian drilling rig and 
truck the charitable agency 
has taken to Guatemala. 

The drill is designed to 
pierce the hard volcanic rock 
of the Guatemalan moun¬ 
tains to a depth of 1,500 feet, 
said Ben Obdeyn, a Wells of 
Hope director. 

It will draw clean water to 
supply thousands of people 



now relying of impure water 
flowing in polluted streams 
and rivers. 


Calgary and recently deliv¬ 
ered to Guatemala. It’s 
expected to go to work this 
February during a brief four- 
month period the local wet 
weather allows for such work. 

Obdeyn, who is with MaBo 
Westside Construction Ltd., 
hopes to persuade other con¬ 
struction companies, devel¬ 
opers and trades people to 

or money to build a “better 
than average” home in 
Niagara. 

“We will sell it for the high¬ 
est price possible and use the 
money to pay off the rig and 
truck," he said. 

So far, he has the support 
of construction companies 
such as MaBo, Mountainview 
and Homes by Hendriks. It 
will use the gala to layout 
plans and encourage more to 
participate. 

Since 2005, Wells of Hope 
has drilled 12 wells that 
now serve more than 30,000 
people. 

“It’s not just drilling the 
well,” Obdeyn said. “You also 


need infrastructure.” 

Piping is required to link 
homes and village to wells 
over rugged mountain land¬ 
scapes of high cliffs and deep 
valleys. 

The specially designed rig 
and truck to haul it are nec¬ 
essary because the source of 
water is too deep for standard 
drills available in Central 
America. 

Wells of Hope has also built 
nine schools to provide learn¬ 
ing for 1,000 children along 
with a medical centre and 
orphanages. 

It set up a local industry to 
produce and install energy 
efficient, closed-in cooking 
stoves to replace open wood 
fires used by residents in their 
small homes. 

It’s basically a cook¬ 
ing stove with a chimney, 
explains Obdeyn. 

“We tty to meet the needs 
as we find them,” he said. 
“We're serving the poorest of

Tearful arrival 
for Niagara 
soldier

ST. CATHARINES — Curtis 
Harley has more than half of 
his daughter’s life to catch up 

Granted, little Alice-Jean 
is only 14 months old, but 
that's still a lot of time for the 
Niagara soldier to recoup. 

Harley, 38, returned to 
Canada Saturday after serv¬ 
ing a seven-month tour of 
duty in Afghanistan with 1st 
Battalion Royal Canadian 
Regiment. 

The St. Catharines native 
is among several full-time 
soldiers and reservists from 
Niagara who are due to ship 
home from action in the war- 
ravaged country between 
now and Christmas. 

Harley, a private with the 
rifle company, landed in 
Ottawa late Saturday and 

troops to Canadian Forces 
Base Petawawa, where he's 
stationed. 

Harley's wife, Sarah, and 
their infant daughter were 
there to greet him. 

“It was great,” Harley said 
in a phone interview Sunday 
from Petawawa, describing 
the reunion. “I was in tears, 
especially seeing the baby.” 

Harley was to reunite with 
Sarah's elder children from a 
previous marriage — Isaac, 
13, Aaron, 11, and Amelia, 9 
— when he returned back to 
the family’s home in Fonthill. 

Harley said he couldn’t 


disclose much about what he 
did on a day-to-day basis in 
Afghanistan, where he was 
stationed in the Panjwayi dis¬ 
trict, southwest of Kandahar. 

Harley joined the military 
relatively late in life, signing 
up at age 35. 

Trained as a chef, he had 
gotten out of the culinary 
trade and was looking for 

Though the couple stayed 
in touch through regular 
video calls, Sarah was thrilled 
to have her husband back on 
home soil. 

"It was fantastic — one of 
the most amazing moments 
of my life, outside of actually 
giving birth to children,” she 
said. 

When Harley and the other 
Niagara soldiers return, they'll 
receive a warm welcome from 
the 56 Field Regiment Family 
Support Group. 

The group has decorated 
the Lake Street Armoury — 
where the regiment shares 

and Welland Regiment — 
with yellow bows donated 
by nearby Diana’s House 

“Welcome Home” sign.
